Pubs in 
plea to 
stub out 
the ban 


A CAMPAIGN to relax 
the ban on smoking 
in pubs will come to 
Northampton next 
week, hoping to unite 
landlords and licen¬ 
sees against the law. 

The Freedom2Choose 
organisation will hold a 
public meeting to gather 
support for their case, 
claiming that thousands 
of pubs have closed as a re¬ 
sult of the outright ban. 

The meeting comes after 
Northampton South MP 
Brian Binley launched an 
Early Day Motion in July 
calling for the smoking 
ban to be reviewed. 

Smoker Phil Johnson, 
who joined Freedom- 
2Choose when it launched 


in 2007, believed the law 
was ruining the hospital¬ 
ity industry. 

Mr Johnson, now the 
chairman of the organisa¬ 
tion, said: “We wanted to 
hold a meeting in North¬ 
ampton because this is the 
first area we have had sup¬ 
port from an MP. 

“When the smoking ban 
was first talked about, it 
was thought there would be 
a choice of smoking rooms 
or that landlords could de¬ 
cide for themselves wheth¬ 
er to implement it. We 
didn’t think it would be as 
draconian as it is. 

“This meeting is a 
chance for licensees to 
unite and show the Gov¬ 
ernment we’re not happy. 
If this keeps on we could 


lose another 20,000 pubs 
over the next three years.” 

Among those attending 
the meeting will be Ketter¬ 
ing MP Philip Hollobone, 
Daventry MP Chris Hea- 
ton-Harris and Barry Slas- 
berg, the president of the 
East Midlands Working 
Men’s Club Union. 

Mr Binley, who is unable 
to attend the meeting, said: 
“The smoking ban is not 
the only reason for the pub 
closures, but it is a sizeable 
one. 

“I’m asthmatic and not a 
smoker, but I believe every 
publican should be able to 
choose.” 

The meeting will be held 
at the Kingsley Park Work¬ 
ing Men’s Club on Monday, 
September 20 at 11am.

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Driver killed 
on rural road 


A WOMAN motorist was 
killed after a head-on col¬ 
lision near Northampton, 
increasing pressure on au¬ 
thorities to improve safety 
measures on a notorious 
stretch of rural road. 

The 58-year-old from Hartwell 
was driving a grey Vauxhall As¬ 
tra when it was in collision with 
an oncoming grey Renault Clio 
on the Wootton Road between 
Quinton village and Salcey For¬ 
est at 1.20pm on Saturday. 

She was pronounced dead at 
the scene by paramedics. 

The 36-year-old female driver 
of the Renault Clio, from North¬ 
ampton, who was driving to¬ 
wards Salcey Forest, was taken 
to Northampton General Hos¬ 
pital with serious but non-life 
threatening injuries. No details 
have been given as to the cause of 
the crash, which closed the road 


for three hours. 

Villagers in Quinton have per¬ 
sistently campaigned for action 
following another fatal accident 
last year in which a 50-year-old 
man was killed. 

Stephen O’Riordan died of his 
injuries in March 2009 after be¬ 
ing struck by a car while helping 
to direct a lorry. 

Luke Haynes, aged 30, from 
Hartwell, was given a suspended 
prison sentence in June after he 
admitted causing death by care¬ 
less driving. 

Figures from Northampton¬ 
shire County Council revealed 
that between August 2007 and 
July 2010, Mr O’Riordan’s death 
was the only fatality which hap¬ 
pened over a 3.7 kilometre stretch 
of Wootton Road. 

Two people suffered minor in¬ 
juries in separate accidents at 
the junction with Forest Road in 
summer 2009. 


Katherine Staniforth, who runs 
Salcey Forest Cafe, said: “Where 
it happened is where there used 
to be a bridge and it’s now too 
narrow for two vehicles to pass 
at 40mph. 

“You have to really slow down 
and be careful going through 
there and it looks as if a vehicle 
has hit the bridge. 

“The road either needs widen¬ 
ing or given markings to show 
drivers they have to slow down 
because it’s a hazard.” 

Councillor Michael Clarke 
{Con, Hackleton ), whose county 
council ward includes Quinton, 
said: “I was involved in getting 
vehicle-activated signs installed 
either side of the village using 
my councillors’ empowerment 
fund because of the dangerous¬ 
ness of the road.”

AN intrepid cat has 
been found 60 miles 
from home almost five 
months after it disap¬ 
peared from its family's 
garden in Northamp¬ 
ton. 

Six-month-old kitten Bob 
went missing from its home 
in Duston on May 16, much 
to the dismay of the Dalton 
family, which includes mum 
Claire, aged 29, dad Rowland, 
aged 36, and sons Joshua, 
aged four and Lewis, aged 14.

“Bob had been a Christmas 
present to the whole family. 

“We put posters every¬ 
where, we asked neighbours, 
we phoned the company we 
had him micro-chipped with, 
but heard northing. 

“After a month, we had to 
admit defeat and tell our four- 
year-old that Bob was proba¬ 
bly not going to come home. 

“He was very upset and 
even wrote in his end-of-year 
nursery report - which asked 
‘what makes you sad?’ - ‘when 
my cat Bob ran away.’ 

“After about four months, 
we got rid of Bob’s things and 
did think about getting an¬ 


other cat to replace him.” 

But on Wednesday, Mrs 
Dalton received a telephone 
call from a vet on the other 
side of Oxfordshire who 
told her Bob had turned up 
on a lady’s doorstep several 
months ago. 

She said: “A few months 
later, after deciding to keep 
him, the lady took him to the 
vets for a health check, where 
the microchip was scanned 
and we received the most un¬ 
expected phone call. 

“She had been looking after 
him very well and had called 
him Kit Kat. 

“I think she was quite up¬ 
set to lose him, apparently 
her grandchil¬ 
dren really 
liked him. 

“We never 
got the chance 
to meet her to 
say thank you 
as she had left 
him at the vets 
but I left her some flowers. 

“When we told Joshua he 
ran around the living room 
and then told everyone Bob 
had been found. 

“It has become a bit of 
a long-running saga at his 
nursery school. 

“He is the same old Bob, 
still a little bit crazy, only 
when he left he was a kitten 
and now he is a full-grown cat 
about to have his first birth¬ 
day in October. 

“We have no idea how he 
got there. We think he must 
have got into a car or lorry. 
But the moral of the story?

Criminals drit 


THE sight of cowering crimi¬ 
nals covering their shamed 
faces as they are led through 
their freshly splintered front 
door frame has become a 
common sight over the past 
12 months. 

This week marks the first an¬ 
niversary of Operation Guard¬ 
ian, Northampton Police’s flagship 
and much trumpeted programme 
to tackle serious and acquisitive 
crime, burglars, thieves and drug 
dealers. 

The operation was launched on 
September 14, 2009, with the aim 
of “tackling the local conditions 
that allow crime to occur”. Offic¬ 
ers were told to “get in the faces of 
local criminals”. 

This time last year the force’s 
Assistant Chief Constable, Mar¬ 
tin Jelley, spelt out the aim of the 
operation in no uncertain terms: 
“Our intention is to put the fear of 
crime back into criminals and take 
it away from members of the com¬ 
munity. 

“We want those criminals who 
are involved in handling stolen 
goods and selling them on to know 
that we will be knocking on their 
doors, they should expect us to be 
visiting and we will make no apol¬ 
ogies for that.” 

Since then, officers have exe¬ 
cuted 204 search warrants seizing 
more than £60,000 in cash, as well 
as drugs, stolen property and coun¬ 
terfeit goods. 

As a result of high-impact days 


cross the county, 258 arrests have 
been made and more than 2,500 res¬ 
idential properties visited. Offic¬ 
ers have invested more than 5,000 
hours in Operation Guardian. 

More importantly, the number 
of reported crimes in Northamp¬ 
tonshire has nose-dived. 

This year’s crime figures have 
revealed crime across the county 
is down by eight per cent. Robber¬ 
ies fell by 14 per cent, car crime by 
a quarter, while burglary dropped 
by 13 per cent. 

And while the county’s criminal 
fraternity should be getting the 
message loud and clear, so too are 
residents. 

The force’s once poor public 
perception has started to improve, 
with confidence in the police up to 
almost 50 per cent. “This is abso¬ 
lutely a result of Operation Guard¬ 
ian,” Chief Insp Dave Hill, confi¬ 
dence programme manager said. 

“It has put more officers out on 
the streets and has really got police 
officers in the face of those people 
who are committing crime,” he 
added. 

However, 2011 will present the 
force - and with it the fight on 
serious crime - with fresh chal¬ 
lenges. Swingeing budget cuts, of 
anywhere between a quarter and 
40 per cent, are looming and redun¬ 
dancies will undoubtedly follow. 

The county can only cross its fin¬ 
gers and hope the penny pinching 
doesn’t impact upon the outstand¬ 
ing success of Operation Guard¬ 
ian.

Memorial to 
honour fallen 


A MEMORIAL to honour 
fallen soldiers from the 
Royal Anglian Regiment 
has been dedicated at 
Duxford Imperial War Mu¬ 
seum. 

More than 5,000 people - in¬ 
cluding 375 family members of 
the soldiers commemorated by 
the memorial - attended last 
Sunday’s ceremony. 

The 78 soldiers named on the 
tribute died in various conflicts 
during the past 50 years, includ¬ 
ing Aden, Northern Ireland, Iraq 
and Afghanistan. 

Among them were Northamp¬ 
tonshire born Private Bernard 
Fox, from Corby, who died in 
1964, and Private Anthony Good- 
fellow, from Rushden, who died 
in 1973. 

The total cost of the memorial 
at Duxford Imperial War Mu¬ 
seum in Cambridgeshire, was 
£340,000. 

The Duke of Gloucester, the 
Colonel in Chief of the Royal 
Anglian Regiment, attended the 
dedication ceremony, and he 
paid tribute to those who had 
lost their lives. 

“Today has been a long time 
coming,” he said. 

“Since the formation of the 
Regiment, those who have been 
lost have been remembered in 
different ways and at different 
locations, but now this single 
place has been created. 

“This demonstrates that we 
care about those who have made 
the ultimate sacrifice. 

“For the 375 family members 
who are with us today, their 
grief is accompanied by a tre¬ 
mendous sense of pride, which 
we all share. 

“This will be somewhere for 
them to come and it will be a 
place of strength and resolve.” 

The catalyst for building the 
memorial came in 2007 after nine 
Families, friends and ex-Servicemen were among those soldiers from the Battalion died 
who attended the launch of the new memorial while serving in Afghanistan. 




An appeal was launched to 
raise money to support the regi¬ 
ment’s injured soldiers, and to 
build a memorial to those lost. 

It was later decided that the 
memorial should commemorate 
all the soldiers who had lost their 
lives in various conflicts. 

Lieutenant Colonel James 
Woodham, commander officer 
of First Battalion, the Royal An- 
glians, said: “I think over the 
years we have remembered those 
who have fallen in the course of 
duty in a number of different 
ways, spread over the recruit¬ 
ing area, but the one thing that 
was missing was a central area 
where everyone can commemo¬ 
rate those who have fallen. 

“The donations which have 
been made by the public for this 
memorial have been fundamen¬ 
tal in its success. Without those 
donations this would not have 
been possible, so we are indebt¬ 
ed to the people of Northampton¬ 
shire, and the wider East Anglia 
area, and to those who have con¬ 
tributed to the memorial.”

A HERO who was in¬ 
volved in a rescue from a 
fire in Northamptonshire 
more than 60 years ago is 
being sought to re-unite 
him with his bravery 
award. 

John Bird was given a certifi¬ 
cate by The Society for the Pro¬ 
tection of Life from Fire for his 
courage connected with a fire 
at The Crescent, in Moulton, in 
July 1947. 

But the award has mysteri¬ 
ously turned up at a car boot 
sale and its new owner wants 
to find who it belonged to. 

Bob Pinkard, whose friend 
bought it two weeks ago, said: 
“It was apparently underneath 
a table in a pile of old things at 
the sale and I was given it as a 
curiosity. Seeing it makes your 
imagination run away about 
the story behind it.” 

The archives of our sister 
paper the Chronicle & Echo re¬ 
vealed a housekeeper had ac¬ 
cidentally set herself on fire on 
the same day and at the same 
address as that on the certifi¬ 
cate. 


The article, a report of the 
housekeeper’s inquest, said the 
blaze was caused because she 
had been using highly-flamma- 
ble ointment for an injury and 
her clothes probably caught 
fire as she was lighting a stove. 
It revealed a neighbour saw her 
in flames as she stood in a side 
doorway and the report said 
the fire brigade and police were 
called. The woman died from 
shock at Northampton General 
Hospital hours later. However, 
there was no mention of a res¬ 
cue attempt by Mr Bird. 

Mrs Pinkard’s daughter, Sue, 
said: “We’re interested to know 
more details about the rescue. 
It’s fascinating to know about 
those sorts of acts of kindness 
where someone does something 
without seeking to gain from it. 
We’re also a bit curious about 
how the certificate came to be 
in the sale.” 

The certificate was bought at 
a car boot sale at Northampton 
General Hospital’s car park.

Centre owners call to protect town 


A LETTER from the own¬ 
ers of the Grosvenor Centre 
warning Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council about the per¬ 
ils of out-of-town develop¬ 
ments was unveiled during 
a heated debate at the Guild¬ 
hall on Monday night. 

The letter was brought to 
light by former cabinet mem¬ 
ber, Councillor Malcolm Mil- 
dren (Ind, Parklands ) during 
a debate on both the Saints’ 
plans to expand Franklin’s 
Gardens by building an 
Asda on land near the stadi¬ 
um, and the Cobblers plans 
to expand Sixfields by build¬ 
ing houses close to Sixfields, 
plans known as ‘enabling 


development’. 

The letter from the Gros¬ 
venor Centre’s owners, Le¬ 
gal & General, said: “Legal 
& General supports the well¬ 
being of sporting clubs in 
Northampton. 

“How the clubs choose to 
fund their expansion is a 
matter for them, however 
if enabling development is 
proposed it should be in ac¬ 
cordance with national and 
local planning policy and 
not prejudice the vitality of 
the town centre. 

“As has happened else¬ 
where in the country, signif¬ 
icant out-of-centre retail has 
had a detrimental impact on 


the communities they serve 
and it is our belief that it is 
in Northampton’s best inter¬ 
ests if it has a thriving town 
centre.” 

The letter, which it is be¬ 
lieved was sent to a number 
of councillors in June, came 
after opposition council¬ 
lors warned the authority 
should not turn its back on 
the sports clubs’ plans. 

Councillor Keith Davies 
(Lab, Ecton Brook ) said: “I’ve 
always been a supporter of 
protecting the town centre, 
but we could lose out on 
everything if we don’t get a 
handle on this. If there are 
companies wanting to come 


to town and bring jobs and 
Legal & General’s plans 
don’t appear in the next few 
years, we’ll lose more jobs 
than we need to.” 

But the leader of the au¬ 
thority, Councillor Brian 
Hoare (Lib Dem, Abington ) 
insisted talks with the clubs 
were ongoing and suggested 
the Saints should submit 
a planning application for 
their ground extension, add¬ 
ing: “The council has worked 
with the sports clubs to build 
positive dialogues. 

“If the Saints want to talk 
to us about their stadium, 
they are more than wel¬ 
come.”

‘Bingo 
tax is 
unfair’ 


UNFAIR 'granny taxes' 
on bingo prizes should 
be brought in line with 
other gambling levies, 
an MP has said. 

Brian Binley, the Conserva¬ 
tive MP for Northampton 
South, is arguing that a tax of 
20 per cent on bingo hall priz¬ 
es, compared with 15 per cent 
on high street bookmakers, is 
penalising an industry which 
he says plays a useful social 
role. 

He said: “I’ve been here sev¬ 
eral times before and I know 
the pleasure it brings and 
what sort of friendships and 
social networks are built up. 

“It’s warm and comfortable 
and older people who go along 
during the day can get a de¬ 
cent meal. 

“Bingo is one of the least 
damaging forms of gambling 
and yet it pays one of the high¬ 
est rates of taxes, this ‘granny 
tax’. 

“It’s actually more useful 
than some social services that 
the Government provides.” 

Mr Binley visited Beacon 
Bingo in Weedon Road, St 
James, on Monday, helping to 
call numbers and finding out 


opinions of players. 

Bert Watson, aged 78, who 
was playing with two friends, 
said: “I play twice a week and 
would come to bingo regard¬ 
less of the cost but it’s a matter 
of being fair. 

“All gambling should be 
taxed the same across the 
board.” 

Another player, Margaret 
Brown, said: “Half the people 
here play bingo for the com¬ 
pany. 

“If costs go up it might put 
people off and they’d miss out 
on the social benefits.” 

The 20 per cent gross profit 
tax is levied on bingo win¬ 
nings, with the industry 
claiming that prizes could be 
higher if tax was lower. 

Beacon Bingo manager Ste¬ 
ve Young, said fewer costs for 
bingo halls would benefit cus¬ 
tomers and the Government. 

He said: “We would make 
the prizes bigger if the tax was 
fairer but you don’t necessar¬ 
ily have to do that. You could 
make the whole offer better 
for the customers by mak¬ 
ing meals cheaper and other 
things. That would encourage 
people to come here and result 
in more tax overall.”

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New fines for 
skateboarders 



CONTROVERSIAL new 
laws which will see 
"dangerous or nuisance" 
skateboarders in North¬ 
ampton handed on-the- 
spot fines have been 
backed by councillors. 

The leaders of Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council first an¬ 
nounced plans to clamp down 
on skateboarding in the town 
in January. 

But plans for an outright 
ban were opposed by skate¬ 
boarders, leading to the in¬ 
troduction of a new bylaw 
designed to punish only those 
who are judged to be causing 
a nuisance or being danger¬ 
ous. 

The new bylaw has been 
criticised by the opposition 
Conservative group at the 
Guildhall, who have argued 
the authority should instead 
follow through on its pledge 
to open a skate park in the 
town. 

Opposition leader, Coun¬ 
cillor David Palethorpe {Con, 
Billing ) said: “Young people 
in Northampton have little 
enough to do without the Lib¬ 
eral Democrats effectively 
banning skateboarding. 


“They should concentrate 
on keeping their promise to 
provide a skate park rather 
than introducing poorly 
thought out rules.” 

The new law was also criti¬ 
cised by skateboarders. 

Teenager Devan Koshal is 
now working with the coun¬ 
cil on their plans to create a 
skate park for the town, but 
he believed the new laws 
would be difficult to police. He 
said: “The term ‘dangerous or 
nuisance’ doesn’t really make 
sense. When you’re doing it 


you know what you’re doing, 
so everybody should be safe. 

“So this might actually help 
our cause, because people will 
see how pathetic it is.” 

But the council’s cabinet 
member for community safe¬ 
ty, Councillor Paul Varnsver- 
ry {Lib Dem, West Hunsbury), 
argued the new law had wide¬ 
spread support. 

He said: “The proposal to 
restrict skateboarding in 
some public places generated 
the most debate because of the 
lack of facilities in the town. 


“On the whole, people of all 
ages supported the move to 
restrict skateboarding where 
it causes a danger or nuisance 
to the public, but many felt 
that this should only apply at 
certain times when these ar¬ 
eas were busy. 

“I support this revision of 
the initial draft bylaw and 
will continue to back moves 
to set up a proper skateboard¬ 
ing facility in the town.” 

Plans for the new bylaws 
now have to be approved by 
the Government.

Volvo S60 2.0 D3 SE 


REVIEW BY IAN DONALDSON 


Take a safe bet on the 
visual bling of a Volvo 


T HE car park at Aberdeen air¬ 
port took on a time machine 
feel for the launch of the latest 
Volvo. 

For, instead of a line of gleaming 
S60 saloons - newly minted and 
a vital car for the company - we 
were faced with a line of (gleam¬ 
ing) old Volvos from the firm’s 
past. 

The line up of 20-year-olds was 
there to make the point that Volvo 
has moved on from the days when 
they were safe and tough as old 
boots - but looked like tanks with 
two rows of seats. 

‘My’ old one, a 240 GL from 
1990, fitted the bill precisely; with 
186,000 miles on the clock it still 
felt young at heart and built (as 
well as looked like) a tank. It was 
fun. 

And the new S60, distant spir¬ 
itual successor to that very car, 
could not have been more different 
on the surface. 

A surface, you’d have to say 
that’s taken on some of the visual 
bling and aggression of the cars 
it will compete with, notably the 
BMW 3 Series and Audi A4. 

The result is a car that looks 
youthful and ready to pounce on 
the outside but retains enough of 
Volvo’s strictly practical approach 
to the business of driving to keep 
things simple and obvious in the 


spacious interior. Simple and obvi¬ 
ous are a compliment, by the way. 

If the looks are a backhanded 
compliment to the torrent of Ger¬ 
man opposition, so to is the way 
this newcomer is intended to drive. 
The old Volvo that took me from 
airport to hotel was floaty and soft 
in the way of so many cars of its day; 
rather comfy in a straight line but a 
challenge on corners. 

The new S60, says its maker, has 
the sportiest suspension the com¬ 
pany has ever offered. Not though, 
as unyielding as, say, a typical Audi 
on typical British roads. 

For that, thank some de¬ 
tailed development 
work with 
British 


former saloon racer John Cleland 
(himself a Volvo dealer) on a range 
of English roads, for a firmly con¬ 
trolled ride the right side of stiff. 

You might change Volvo’s 
approach to looks and handling 
but safety is an immoveable must 
in the locker of the Swedish car 
maker, and bound to stay that way 
even under its new Chinese owner¬ 
ship. 

So every S60 will 
brake itself to a 
standstill if it 
predicts 


a low speed collision with a vehicle 
in front and, for extra cash, you 
can even stop short of errant pedes¬ 
trians, thanks to a radar transmit¬ 
ter in the front grille. It worked on 
a couple of dummies at 15mph on 
a private test track, once I’d forced 
myself not to brake. 

The S60 arrives with a choice of 
two diesels 


and one powerful petrol engine and 
with prices ranging from £23,295 
to £36,745. Much the most popular 
will be the model tested here, with 
the lower powered diesel engine. 

More engines, including an extra 
high economy 1.6 diesel, arrive in 
coming months but I wouldn’t hesi¬ 
tate if offered a current D3 model. 

It felt scarcely slower and rather 
smoother than the more 
powerful D5 diesel and 
managed a respect¬ 
able 44mpg on 
my Highland 
test drive.

Thornton warning 


IAN SAMPSON has urged 
Cobblers playmaker Kevin 
Thornton to ensure his per¬ 
formance in Saturday's win 
over Southend United is not 
a 'flash in the pan.' 

The 23-year-old midfielder 
changed the game after coming on 
as a substitute on the hour mark 
against the Blues to help secure 
the team’s first league win of the 
season. 

It was a high for Thornton in a 
season that has already had plenty 


of lows - notably his no-show in the 
4-0 defeat at Hartlepool in the John¬ 
stone’s Paint Trophy. 

That display was in stark con¬ 
trast to the way he played in the 
Carling Cup giant-killing at Read¬ 
ing, where he was arguably the 
best player on the pitch. 

Sampson says he does not hold 
any grudges against a player who 
has struggled for consistency since 
joining the Cobblers, but says he 
must start performing to his poten¬ 
tial on a regular basis. 

“I don’t hold any grudges, and 


that’s why he came on against 
Southend - he changed the game 
for us,” said the Town boss. 

“His performance against Har¬ 
tlepool was not good enough. It was 
not a Kevin Thornton-standard 
performance and he knows that. 

“He accepts that and he’s taken 
it on board. What I said after the 
Aldershot game was said to him 
as well, so I’m not speaking out of 
turn. 

“Hopefully he will take on board 
everything that’s been said to 
him in the last week or so and that 


it’s not just a flash in the pan.” 

The Cobblers are back in npower 
League Two action on Saturday 
when they travel to high-flying 
Shrewsbury Town. 

Sampson will be hoping for a 
strong performance in that game 
ahead of next Wednesday’s mas¬ 
sive Carling Cup third-round trip 
to Anfield to take on Liverpool. 

Town have already sold more 
than 4,000 tickets for that game, 
and are hoping that close on 6,000 
will travel to the north west to 
cheer the team on. 


NEW Saints star Tom Wood is looking 
to forward to testing his England cre¬ 
dentials against Bath’s Lewis Moody 
tomorrow night. 

The two number sevens go head-to- 
head in a breakdown battle that will 
go along way to deciding which team 
will be left with a 100 per cent record 
after three games of the new Aviva 
Premiership season. 

In the green corner Wood was man of 
the match on his Saints debut against 
Leicester and was again instrumental 
in a rearguard performance that pro¬ 
duced a first win at Harlequins for six 
years. 

In the blue corner Moody captained 
England to fantastic Test win in Aus¬ 
tralia in the summer and has been 
Martin Johnson’s number one open- 
side flanker for the past two seasons. 

Wood knows a big performance 
against Moody will heighten his 
chances of England recognition, but 
he realises it is going to be tough. 

“You are not going to get much time 
with guys like Lewis Moody playing,” 
said Wood. “You know what you are 
going to get with a guy like Moody. He 
is going to be in your face all game, he 
is going to be tireless. 

“You are not going to get any breath¬ 
ing space and if there is a loose ball 
he is going to be there somewhere. He 
has been built in the Leicester mould, 
he has been alongside the likes of Neil 
Back, so his breakdown skills are go¬ 
ing to be good. 

“You have got to try and beat him 
there if you can, which is easier said 
than done and then you have got to 
get there in numbers and get go-for¬ 
ward ball. Otherwise he is going to 
make your life a nightmare. 

“You are always competitive and 
you want to get one over your oppo¬ 
site, but I think you have got to focus 
on your own game. If you are worry¬ 
ing too much about what the opposi¬ 
tion are doing you are perhaps not in 
the game yourself. You want to impose 
your own strengths instead of worry¬ 
ing about theirs.” 

Kick-off at Franklin’s Gardens to¬ 
morrow night is at 7.45pm.
